the g ro o v es o f a permanent hard-ru b- 
ber reco rd. 
T h/re is no thing so o b­ 
v io u s abo u t the Po u lsen machine. 
In this the v oice is recorded in the 
form of elctro-magnetic impressions 
upon a thin steel disc or wire, one- 
hundredth of an inch 
in 
diameter. 
There is not a scratch, indentation, or 
mark of any kind to indicate that the 
wire or disc has recorded any thing. 
But start the reproducing mechanism 
going, pick up the ear piece, and the 
apparently blank record giv es forth 
whatev er has been talked 
into 
it. 
There is no scratching sound, 
the 
words coming from the machine as 
clearly as from a human throat. The 
faintest whisper,

The record is au­ 
tomatically erased by a stronger mag­ 
net as a new record is put on, or the 
reoord can be permanently retained 
for future reference. 
When its inv ention was first an­ 
nounced, the telegraphone attracted 
much attention from electrical ex perts

Preece said that it marked an era in 
the f iv estigation of the 
molecular 
character of all magnetic and electric 
operations. 
Lord Kelv in, Tesla, Mar­ 
coni, Prof. Silv anus Thompson and 
others bore testimony to the ex tra­ 
ordinary perfection of the “ recording 
and speaking telephone.** 
Technical 
papers described its 
wonders, 
and 
then for a period but little was heard 
of it 
But all the time the inv entor, 
aided by American ex perts, has been 
transforming bis ex perimental model 
into a thoroughly practical piece of 
office equipment, for which the de­ 
mand has already outrun the supply . 
An American company has been form­ 
ed to control the Inv ention, which 
promises to make as many fortunes 
as were made by the Mergenthaler 
ty pesetting machine. 
The principle of operation is the 
same in the wire and disc machines, 
the main difference being that with a 
mile or two of fine steel strands, com­ 
pactly wound on a spool, the capacity 
is greatly increased. 
A single spool 
of wire allows for half an hour’s con­ 
tinuous dictation. 
For correspondence 
purposes 
the 
beauty of the telegraphone is that 
the ty pewriter operator can transcribe 
at any distance from the recording in­ 
strument, that is, any distance cov er­ 
ed by the scope of 
the 
telephone. 
There is no carry ing about of rec­ 
ords or cy linders. All the ty pist need 
do is to take up his end of the con­ 
necting wire, press a button, and pro­ 
ceed to put into ty pe the words that 
come through the receiv er from the 
machine, which may just as well he a 
hundred miles as ten feet away . 
Or 
the machine and the operator may 


be in an iso lated ro o m, and the dicta-* 
tio n carried o n o v er a wire fro m an-j

cript o f ev ery thing that passes o v er 
the wire. 
In this way the o ne weak­ 
ness o f the telepho ne as a means o f 
co mmu nicatio n—that it keeps no rec­ 
o rd—has been eliminated. 
There is already a scheme o n fo o t 
to equ ip a larg e ho tel so that 
guests

can be placed in instant co nnectio n 
with teleg rapho ne? lo cated in the ty pe­ 
writing ro o m o f the ho tel, dictate let­ 
ters, and hav e them deliv ered ready 
fo r sig natu re within a few minu tes. 
The same plan has been su g g ested fo r 
a New Yo rk o ffice bu ilding , pro v iding 
means fo r qu ick dictatio n to

chines lo cated in the central ty pe­ 
writing establishm ent The steel discs 
u sed are so lig ht that they can 
be 
mailed fo r two cents, if o ne wishes 
to send a letter o r a speech and hav e 
it deliv ered in his o wn v o ice at so me 
distant po int. 
At least o ne o ffice in the New Yo rk 
financial district Is so equ ipped that 
ev ery wo rd spo ken In o ne o f the 
ro o ms may be taken do wn by a tele­ 
g rapho ne, 
no iselessly , 
mu t indu s­ 
trio u sly eav esdro pping *u the v icinity 
o f the u nwary caller. 
There is no 
means o f kno wing that there is a wit­ 
ness present who will g iv e testimo ny 
at the pu sh o f a bu tto n.
